Crime Greatly Reduced 
In Saskatchewan Since 
Gov’t Control Abandoned 


Saskatoon, Aug. 27—With — indica- 
tions of a liquor referendum approach- 
ing in Saskatchewan, the. prohibition 
committee of the Social Service Coun- 
cil Saturday issued a strongly worded 
manifesto, declaring that,:as compar- 
ed to the period when government li- 
qvor stores were operated in this. pro- 
vince, general crime had heen reduced 
approximately to one-half, drunken- 
ness to oné- -fifth, and vagrancy to one- 
ninth, 

The manifesto urges more vigorous 
enforcement of the Saskatchewan 
Temperance Act, the use of all do- 
minion, provincial and municipal -po- 
lice units in prosecution of the Inland 
revenue act offenders, and more vigor- 
ous action on the part of the federal 
government in eradicating illicit Hquor 
manufacture in the province. 

The normal operation of the prohi- 
bition law here, the manifesto adds, 
has so thus been impeded by condi- 
tions that have passed or are passing, 
namely a legal right to import or hold 
for export, the sheltering of stocks of 
liquor in private residences for trad- 
ing purposes and the operation of a 
brewery in Saskatoon. In addition, it 
is stated, offenders have been encour- 
aged in their lawlessness by vigorous 
propaganda and misrepresentation of 
facts. 

The council announces its intention 
to hold a representative provincial 
convention this fall to stimulate fur- 
ther interest and to plan further dry 
action.

CHAS. D. CLINE CONFESSES HE SHOT H. B. 
WILKINSON; NOW: FACES MURDER CHARGE 


Under arrest for shooting a neigh- 
bor who, called at his home at Buck 
Lake, west of Wetaskiwin, last Mon- 
day, Charles D. Cline, Friday. night 
appeared! before the coroner’s ‘court 
and said that the statement.which he 
had signed after. his arregt admitting 
that he had-fired two shots at Hal B. 
Wilkinson was true in every respect. 
In the document presented to the 
court by Inspector Fisher of the A.P.P 
at Red Deer, Cline stated that follow- 
ing an argument with Wilkinson, the 
latter had called him insulting names 
and had threatened to beat him to 
death. With that Cline grabbed his 
gun and shot twice at a distance of 
12 and 15 feet respectively. Hal had 
put his hand in his pocket when he 
called him those names but he didn’t 
see that he had any grn. Later Cline, 
who.is a cripple, had hobbled over to 
a neighbor’s to send for, help at 
Wilkinson’s request. 

Besides the statement submitted, 
the double barrelled shot gun which 
Cline says he used was entered as an 
exhibit. Sergt. F. A. Broadribb, of 
the A.P.P. at Wetaskiwin, gave evi- 
dence as to the arrest, documents and 
exhibits. Inspector Fisher told of the 
call from Constable Marks stationed 
at Yeoford and how he had accompan- 
ied him and Cline to Wetaskiwin, 
where an arrest was, formally made 
and a sworn statement taken. 

District Nurse Kate S. Brightly, 
stationed at Buck Lake, told of the 
call to the Anderson farm last Mon- 
day. There she found Wilkinson alone 
in bed with a tourniquet on hig right 
arm which wag badly shot. The man 
also had ether wounds but was in a 
fair condition and with the assistance 
of neighbors, he was the next. worn- 
ing removed to her post and the’ fol- 
lowing day to Wetaskiwin and put on 
the train for Edmonton. 

At the hospital here Wednesday 
night upon examination, it was found 
necessary to amputate the arm. Wil- 
kinson said then that the wounds were 
the results of two shots fired by 
Cline, the first from a distance of ten 
feet, the second from forty feet away.

Major Thibaudeau, official represen- 
tative of the 65th regiment, gave an 
account of the activities of the Mon- 
treal men during the 120 days’ cam- 
paign and told of how Fort thier 
‘was built. It had never seen any ac- 
tion, he explained, except for a few 
stray shots that were fired at it, but 
,it had served its purpose well. 
Senator J. L. Cote expressed consid: 
able pleasure that his first public 
,appearance since becoming a member 
of the Canadian Senate was at such an 
historic oecasion. He expressed — re- 
gret that the French Canadian regi- 
ment to which he belonged at the time 
of the rebellion had not shared = the 
good fortune of the 65th to be called — 
into service. 

Old friends of Mr. Lucas in the per- 
sons of John A. McDougall, Kenneth 
and L. T. Miquelon . recalled 
days when General Strange’s 
column marched up to Edmonton and 
oceeded’ down the Saskatche: 
wan in pursuit of the cold blooded Big 
Bear and his braves. 

John Blue, secretary of the Edmon- 
ton board of trade, brought the occas- 
ion to a snappy conclusion with one 
of his terse, straight to the point, 
speeches. The gathering broke up af- 
ter the singing of the National An- 
them, 

The speakers recalled that on an 
early spring day in the year 1880 Mr. 
| Lucas, then living on the abandoned 
' government farm at Peace Hills, some 
forty miles south of Edmonton, saw 
Captain thier and Lieutenant Villen- 
euve march in to the old farm build- 
ing at the head of twenty men of tho 
65th Mount Royal Rifles, and proceed 
to fortify the place. There was con: 
siderable significance in the event, as 
the second Reil rebellion was then at 
its height and the white settlers of 
the country were without any assur- 
ance that the dawn of every new day 
would not find them surrounded by 
Indian war parties. In the face of the 
menace, Mr. Lueas had sent his wife 
and family into Fort Edmonton. 

Taking the building already on the 
site as their centre, the men of the 
65th threw up an earthworks and a 
palisade around the entire enclosure, 
Among the fortifications added later 
was a stout, loop-holed bastion which 
commanded the Bigstone Creek valley, 
From the flagstaff on this little block 
house the flag of the French Cana- 
dian regiment wag unfurled. 

The palisade and the main buildings 
of Fort Ethier were gone and the moat 
had long been filled in, but still com- 
manding the beautiful Bigstone valley 
stood the sturdy little block house, 
As Mr, Lucas raised the rather crude 
bit of bunting, a replica of the original 
flag, to the staff and the cheers of 
‘those assembled echoed in the valley, 
‘it seemed as though the gap of thirty- 
eight years had been bridged in an in- 
stant,

The Question 
Of Wheat 


The wheat growers of America are 
facing a very difficult situation. Both | 
the United States and Canada are 
wheat exporting nations ‘and the pre- 
sent economic situation in Europe has 
hit them hard by very materially less- 
ening the demand for their wheat. It 
is not that the people of Europe do 
not need our wheat, for they do need: 
it badly, but they are not able to pay 
for it, and with present prospects 
there is little likelihood of their being 
able to purchase foreign .wheat for 
some time to come. Under these cir- 
cumstances the prospect of a good 
crop has caused the price of wheat to 
drop to a point at which there is nis 
profit to the grower, and in the Uni- 
ted States particularly, and to a lesser 
degree in Canada, there have been 
vigorous and reiterated demands that 
the Government step in and by some 
means avert the threatened — bank- 
ruptcy.of many of the wheat growers. 

A year ago the United States con- 
gress tried to help its wheat growers 
by keeping oul Canadian wheat, but | 
this has hurt the Canadian farmer, 
without in any great degree help- 
ing his United States competitor, and 
the United States farmer scems to be 
realizing at last that the best solution 
and perhaps the only satisfactory one, 
would be the economic habilitation of 
Europe, and this would be hastened by 
joint action on the part of the United 
States, Britain and France. Unfortu- 
nately, the United States seems un- 
willing to become mixed up in Europ- 
ean affairs, and Europe without her 
help will be slow in returning to nor- 
mal conditions. Meanwhile Canada 
faces the prospect of the largest crop 
“in its history, some placing it at 500,-| 
000,000 bushels, and at the same time | 
the*price isso low as to alarm the 
grain growers with visions of a: possi- 
ble bankruptcy. Efforts are being 
made to stabilize the price of wheat 
and they may help a little, but the crux 
of the difficulty lies in the European 
situation, which unfortunately mends 
These are days when the 
whole world needs to be patient. Bet- 
ter times lie ahead, but we are not; 
yet on solid ground.—Guardian,
